10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 6, wherein the 
antibody binds to an epitope included in amino acid residues of 
about 87-108 (SEQ ID NO:l) or about 59-80 (SEQ ID NO: 2) of hTNFa.

12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 6, wherein the 
antibody is a chimeric antibody, said chimeric antibody 
comprising (a) a non-human variable region specific for TNF or an 
antigen-binding portion thereof and (b) a human constant region. 

13. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the 
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chimeric antibody binds to an epitope included in amino acid 
residues of about 87-108 (SEQ ID NO:l) or about 59-80 (SEQ ID 
NO: 2) of hTNFct. 

14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the 
chimeric antibody is monoclonal antibody cA2 . 

15. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the 
chimeric antibody competitively inhibits binding of TNFa to 
monoclonal antibody cA2 .
